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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argument regarding the particle size 
has been further considered, the declaration of Dr. Kam Leong is also further considered, and both the argument and the declaration have 
been found unpersuasive because the declaration uses 600 nm which is greater than the less than 500 nm disclosed by the prior art, 
secondly, the microparticles in Example 4.1 and 4.4 is directed to P(DAPG-EOP) polymer, which is not the polymer recited in the claims; 
there is no correlation of experimental data between retention of the polymer and and how much drug is delivered or released to the lumen 
of the bladder; the declaration does not show drug release from particles of less than 0.5 micron and particles of about 1 .0 micron, 100 
micron and greater than 100 micron. There is no study showing the correlation of retention of the polymer and drug delivery; 2 micron is 
2000 nm which is greater than 500 nm and 5 micron is 5000 nm, which is also greater than 500 nm.
